County council unveils three 
route options to improve A30 


THREE potential route options to improve 
the A30 at Honiton have been unveiled by 
Devon County Council, as it launches a 
two-month public consultation this week. 

The A30/A303 is one of the more notorious 
stretches of road in the south of England and pro¬ 
vides a main arterial link between London and the 
South West. Highways England are currently de¬ 
veloping improvements to the A358, A303 and 
A30. 

The county council say that the schemes, when 
constructed, will support growth and contribute to 
unlocking the economic potential of the region. 

The county council is proposing that 8km of the 
existing single carriageway stretch between the 
Honiton Bypass and Devonshire Inn, the junction 
of the A30 with the A303, should be replaced. 

The scheme lies within the Blackdown Hills Area 
of Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB), a nation¬ 
ally protected landscape, so DCC has adopted 
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an environment-led approach in developing op¬ 
tions. 

The three options are named Blue North, Blue 
South and Orange and would all cost around 
£170million. 

The ‘Blue’ routes would see a widening of either 
the north side of the existing road or the south side, 
there would then be a new road built, with the po¬ 
tential of the county council buying up property to 
make way for it. 

The Orange route would see the A30 diverted 
from Honiton east through the Blackdown Hills 
and would be a completely new build. 


A dual carriageway has been ruled out because 
forecast traffic flows are too low to justify the high 
costs of construction and because it would require 
much more land than a single carriageway, result¬ 
ing in additional adverse environmental impacts 
on the AONB. 

Councillor Sara Randall Johnson, Devon County 
Councillor for Honiton St Michael’s ward, said: 
“This section of the A30/A303 is in need of an up¬ 
grade in order to support not just the local econ¬ 
omy but also the economy of the wider South West 
region. 

“An improved link will also ease access to Honi¬ 
ton, which is important for local businesses. It’s 
vital that people take part in the consultation as 
their feedback will help inform how the scheme is 
progressed.” 



Councillor Paul Diviani, Devon County Council¬ 
lor for Honiton St Paul’s ward, said: “I am de¬ 
lighted that Devon County Council is taking such 
a positive response to our section of the A30. 

“It is such an important part of the region’s con¬ 
nectivity and the proposals will improve the qual¬ 
ity of life for all users, whether on long or short 
distance journeys.” 

DCC had a consultation stall at the Honiton 
Show last week and the public were packed into 
the tent picking up information to have their say 
on the scheme. 

Councillor Andrew Leadbetter, Devon County 
Council Cabinet Member for Economy and 
Growth, said: “The A30/A303 is a vital piece of 
strategic infrastructure, providing our most direct 
road link from the South West to London and the 
South East. 

“However, the existing road doesn’t meet mod¬ 
em standards and presents a number of challenges. 
Businesses in the region view the route as 
unreliable and a constraint to the economy of the 
area. 

“This public consultation is an opportunity for 
people to express their views on the first stage of 
the scheme proposals. 

“Improvement of the A358 will deliver extra ca¬ 
pacity but we also need improvements to this sec-

AXMINSTER 
Skatepark 
improvements plan 
moves step forward 

THE charity behind Axminster's new skatepark 
does not anticipate any problems in getting plan¬ 
ning permission for the £200,000 plus facility. 

During a public meeting at Cloakham Lawn 
Sports Centre on August 1st, Axminster 
Skatepark announced that a 20-year lease (at £1 
per year) has been agreed with the sports centre 
- and that a planning application will be submit¬ 
ted before the end of the year. 

The current skatepark site will be expanded to 
span 52 x 16 metres, accommodating 21 features. 

Work has been going on behind the scenes 
since early 2014 to achieve charitable status, 
which opens the door to possible grants. 

Russ Holbert from Maverick Industries, which 
will build the skatepark, gave a brief presentation 
at the meeting and took questions from the floor.

From the editor's chair 

No longer the forgotten town 



SEATON has suffered some difficult days 
through the years of austerity. 

Many believed it was the forgotten town of 
East Devon, languishing behind its posh neigh¬ 
bour, Sidmouth. 

Some would even argue that had East Devon 
District Council been based in Seaton, it would 
have been a very different matter. 

But now few can deny that Seaton is defi¬ 
nitely on the up and the latest development of 
the former Grove nightclub bears testament to 
this. This week we report on the £3 million in¬ 
vestment in the town centre site where gener¬ 
ations of youngsters sowed their wild oats. 

The former nightclub and its surrounds are 
being converted into a gymnasium, possible 
high class restaurant, retail units and town 
houses. 

It is said the investment will provide “a mas¬ 
sive boost” to the economy of Seaton, so long 
starved of resources until recent years. 

A cloud of negativity hung over Seaton for so 
long after the demise of the holiday camp and 
the arrival of Tesco. Many considered the town 
to be doomed and there is no doubt that the 
town’s main shopping streets suffered badly 
during this difficult time. But with the opening 


of the £4 million Seaton Jurassic visitor attrac¬ 
tion, the continuing success of Seaton Tram¬ 
way (now a must for all visitors) and the news 
that at long last Seaton is to get a recognised 
hotel in the pending arrival of Premier Inn, the 
future is looking a lot brighter. 

No one, however, is pretending that Seaton’s 
troubles are over; the challenge of directing 
visitors into the shopping area is still very 
much on the agenda. 

Seaton Town Council and the town’s market¬ 
ing offshoot, the Seaton Town Development 
team, have worked hard in recent times to or¬ 
ganise events that will attract people to the 
shopping centre, most of which have enjoyed 
some success. 

♦ ALTHOUGH he’s been linked to David 
Cameron’s cronyism allegations, it would be 
churlish in the extreme not to congratulate 
East Devon MP Hugo Swire on his Knighthood 
in the former Prime Minister’s resignation ho¬ 
nours list.

CHARD 

Chard to benefit 
from share of £260k 
anti-flood scheme 

THE A358 at Chard is part of a £260,000 plus anti¬ 
flood scheme given the green light by Somerset 
County Council. 

A total of four projects are in the scheme to re¬ 
duce flood risk in South Somerset. 

The four projects, with a total cost of £262,000, 
will improve drainage, making it easier to cope with 
severe weather and reducing the risk of flooding. 

The Chard project will see installation of drains, 
gullies and silt traps. 

The scheme is funded from a £10million Depart¬ 
ment for Transport grant to the county council fol¬ 
lowing the severe flooding in the winter of 2013/14.

THE plan for the controversial Straitgate Quarry 
in Ottery St Mary is once again on the agenda, 
after Devon County Council announced another 
public consultation. 

The public consultation runs until September

for quarrying in the county for the next 17 years. 

The Devon Minerals Plan was developed follow¬ 
ing several rounds of consultation and informal 
engagement and examined by a government in¬ 
spector in May.

New town centre 
post office delayed 

CREWKERNE will have to wait a little longer for 
the re-opening of its town centre post office. 

A grand reopening in new premises had been 
planned for Tuesday, August 16th, but a Post Of¬ 
fice spokesperson has confirmed a delay. 

The town centre has been without a post office 
since January. 

A Post Office spokesperson said: “Work to pre¬ 
pare the store for the Post Office still needs to be 
completed. We do not yet have a date for when 
work to install the post office can take place."

Police investigate mystery of 
dead pigeons found on A35 


DEVON and Cornwall Police 
are appealing for witnesses 
after dozens of dead pigeons 
were found on a road near Honi¬ 
ton. 

A member of the public in¬ 
formed police just after 9am on 
August 3rd that a number of 
dead pigeons had been placed in 
a line along the markings in the 
centre of the road on the A35 
near Windmill Garage and along 
Battishorne Way and Weather- 
hill Road. 

PCSO Steve Mingo from the 
local neighbourhood team said: 
“We have found over 40 dead 
pigeons in the area and they ap¬ 


pear to have been deliberately 
placed in the road for quite some 
distance, a few hundred yards 
apart from each other. 

“Nearby we have also found a 
discarded animal feed bag which 
we believe was used to transport 
these dead birds, and a large 
amount of feathers. 

“We are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses and would like to hear 
from anyone who saw anything 
strange in the area this morning, 
or any commuter who spotted 
these birds on the road to help us 
narrow down the time of the in¬ 
cident, although we do believe it 
took place overnight. 


“We are also asking for any pi¬ 
geon fanciers in the area to 
check their flock to make sure 
all are accounted for. 

“If you have any birds missing 
please get in touch.” 

The Force Wildlife Crime 
Team is aware of the incident, as 
are the RSPB.

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Brian Potter double appeals to Peter Kay for help 


A STRUGGLING hotel owner 
hopes comedian Peter Kay can 
save his business after being la¬ 
belled the double of his Phoenix 
Nights character Brian Potter. 

Keith Monaghan, 59, went on 
The Hotel Inspector in a bid to im¬ 
prove the fortunes of his two-star 
Bulstone Hotel. 

Hotelier Alex Polizzi gave him a 
scathing review - but viewers re¬ 
marked on Keith’s uncanny like¬ 
ness to one of the comedy star 
Kay’s most famous creations. 

Phoenix Nights co-star Paddy 
McGuinness was among those 
who spotted the similarities on the 
Channel Five show. 


He tweeted: “So now you know 
why there’s no more Phoenix 
Nights. Brian Potter is on tonight’s 
#hotelinspector” before adding a 
screenshot of Keith in his wheel¬ 
chair. 

And after the negative reviews 
Keith has pleaded for Peter to 
come and meet him in the hope it 
will revive the fortune of the hotel 
in Branscombe. 

His likeness to grumpy Potter in¬ 
cludes thick northern accents, 
wavy grey hair, chubby facial fea¬ 
tures and thick glasses. 

Keith also recently broke his leg 
which left him in a wheelchair. 

But it is not just his physical pro¬ 


file that have seen him labelled as 
Potter’s double. 

Guests had nicknamed him 
‘Brian Potter’ because of his man¬ 
nerisms and sense of humour - but 
he had no idea who he even was 
until the reaction to his television 
appearance. 

Keith, originally from Sheffield, 
has run the family-friendly hotel 
with his wife Judith, 64, for 20 
years. 

He said: “I’ve never watched 
Phoenix Nights or heard of Peter 
Kay until a few months ago, when 
a guest said I was just like him - 
my mannerisms, the way I talk, 
the whole thing. 

“I have yet to see the show as I 
am not really up to date with mod¬ 
ern television. 

“I understand from the reaction 
I had though that I look quite like 
him. I didn’t know who Peter Kay 
was until my wife said he was the 
chap from Car Share. I have seen 
that and think he’s terrific in it. 

“I think we not only look like 
each other but people say we have 
the same dry sense of humour. 

“We want to make something 
positive happen out of this disas¬ 
trous experience, so I would like 
to invite Peter Kay to the hotel. 

“It would be great to have him 
here so we can be pictured to¬ 
gether. 

“Guests have always told me I 
look very similar to Brian Potter, 
but I did not take much notice as I 
had no idea what they were on 
about. Then we were on television 


and it was all everyone was talk¬ 
ing about. 

“Now I am in a wheelchair like 
him it is even worse. 

“I fall frequently and am not able 
to do a lot. I broke my leg in four 
places so I am in a wheelchair for 
the foreseeable future.” 

After the show was broadcast, 
Keith said he believed the produc¬ 
tion team had unfairly focused on 
negative aspects such as the out- 
of-date decor and the couple’s re¬ 


luctance to adopt Ms Polizzi’s 
ideas. 

He added: “This could have 
killed us as a business. We are 
concerned, quite frightened actu¬ 
ally, because of the bad publicity 
and bad comments. 

“We knew it was going to be 
controversial as Alex’s style is to 
provoke but there were one or two 
things which were not founded. It 
was so negative - there was noth¬ 
ing positive that came out of it.” 


Mr Monaghan said the hotel hit 
problems after the container ship 
MSC Napoli was beached off 
Branscombe in 2007. 

Hundreds of people arrived to 
scavenge goods which washed up 
on the beach and there was a 
slump in tourism. 

Peter Kay has yet to respond to 
his request. 

Keith added: “Hopefully we will 
hear from him soon - it could be 
just the boost we need.”

“Taking up new sports not 
only encourages them to keep 
fit and healthy, but we hope will 
motivate them to continue en¬ 
joying these activities through¬ 
out their adult life too.” 

Aaron Clark, an East Devon 
District Council Community De¬ 
velopment Worker, who took 
the team to the event said: “The 
Devon Youth Games presented 
an opportunity for our young 
people of East Devon to get in¬ 
volved in mass participation 
sports. 

“Taking young people from all 


sporting abilities and back¬ 
grounds, it was a greatly suc¬ 
cessful day of interaction and 
teamwork, including several 
young people from our SWITCH 
club groups in Axminster.

history of Honiton’s people and 
buildings and their relevance 
today. 

“It could also be put into the 
Neighbourhood Plan to en¬ 
courage visitors to Honiton's 
famous High Street.” 

In addition to leading a Blue 


Plaque Town Walk on behalf of 
the town council for Charter 
Week, Mr Simpson has also 
designed a new town walk, 
which involved U3A members 
visiting locations associated 
with Honiton's famous suffra¬ 
gette and 11 times mayor 
Juanita Maxwell Phillips. 

“I got the idea for extending 
the blue plaque scheme from 
people doing the walks who 
asked me what has happened 
to the scheme and why certain 
people were not mentioned,” 
he said 

One of the names who does¬ 
n’t have a blue plaque is Cap¬ 
tain Thomas Cochrane who in 
his time was as famous as Nel¬ 
son and briefly served as Honi¬ 
ton's MP in 1806. 

Mr Simpson said: “He was 
great naval hero not only in 
England but internationally and 
was also a leading reformer in 
parliament.” 

Another name suggested is 
Charles Bowerman whose 
family owned The Kings Arms 
in Honiton and who went on to 
become the president of the 
TUC and one of the first Labour 
MPs in 1906. 

Mr Simpson added: “I have 
been asked why there is 
no plaque on the Honiton'Old 
Mill' on the corner of Mill 
Street which dates from 


the 18th century. It was owned 
by the Manor of Honiton, 
then Henry Tooze and John 
Skinner. 

“Tbe iron water wheel was 
made in Honiton in 1898 at 
Mickleburgh's foundry. 

“Someone also asked why 
we do not have plaques for 
more infamous ‘Honitonians’ 
such as Bomber Harris who 
spent three years at Allhallows

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FOR those visitors who may be a little confused by aviation jargon and who aren’t 
sure what to expect at ‘Wings & Wheels’, it’s really quite simple. The event is a 
‘Fly-in’ and not an Air Show, Air Day, Air Festival or Flying Display. So the best 
advice is to always ‘expect the unexpected’. Think of it as a Classic Car Show 
with wings and you’ll be about right. There is no pre-set timetable and it’s ‘non- 
PPR’ (Prior Permission Required). That is even more jargon which simply means 
that the pilots can just turn up and request permission to join. They do not have 
to pre-book and reserve a slot. Of course air-traffic do appreciate a call in advance 
but it’s not essential... .this can really help pilots if they see a nice bright day for 
flying and want to go somewhere different.

Tips to keep your dog safe at the beach 


IF you are lucky enough to live near the sea or 
are planning a trip to the beach with your dog, 
here are some tips to make sure you all stay 
^ safe. 

• Don’t assume your dog can swim. All dogs 
have to learn to swim just like us. Some breeds 
are naturally strong swimmers, but other breeds 
(such as corgis and pugs) are not. If your dog 
is not used to swimming then the sea is not the 
place to start, so make sure he doesn’t get out 
• of his depth.

• For some reason dogs do drink salt water, but it 
doesn’t do them any good and can make them 
vomit, or worse lead to potentially fatal salt poi¬ 
soning. Signs of salt poisoning in dogs are vomit¬ 
ing, diarrhoea, loss of appetite , lethargy, walking 
drunk, abnormal fluid accumulation within the 
body, excessive thirst or urination, potential injury 
to the kidneys, tremors, seizures, coma, and even 
death when untreated. Discourage your dog from 
drinking sea water by providing plenty of fresh 
water and not over exercising on the beach in the 
heat. 

• Ingesting sand can lead to sand impaction, a med¬ 
ical condition where parts of the intestines are 
blocked by the sand. Vomiting is the most common 
side effect; dogs may also lose their appetites, have 
abdominal pain or become lethargic. Seek urgent 
veterinary advice if you think your dog may have 
eaten a lot of sand. 

• Consider a life vest if you are planning to swim, 
sail or surf with your dog. You can buy life vests 
for dogs of all sizes. Waves and currents can 
quickly exhaust your dog, especially in cold water. 
Some life vests also have a handle on the back, 
making it easy for you to lift your dog out of the 
water. 

• Apply sunscreen to your dog- especially for dogs 
with thin or pale fur and apply to areas such as the 
nose and ears. 

• Don’t forget poo bags so you can clean up after 
your dog. 

• Make sure your dog has a collar, ID tag and is 
micro chipped, just in case he gets lost. 

• Don’t overdo it. Running on sand is more tiring 
than on grass, so don’t expect your dog to be able 
to run and play for as long as he might on his nor¬ 
mal walk and start slowly, giving him time to warm 
up. 

• Make sure your dog has a shady area to rest in 
and remember that sand can be scorching on paws 
on a hot day so make sure you have a blanket for 
them to lie down on. 

• Be careful to avoid heat stroke - watch for signs 
of overheating such as excessive panting, drooling, 
coordination problems, vomiting and/or diarrhoea 
and collapse. 

• If your dog suffers from arthritis or other joint 
conditions limit the amount of time he spends 
swimming in cold water. He may think it is great 
fun at the time, but he will probably be very stiff 
and sore the following day. They can also get tail 
strain from using their tail as a rudder when swim¬ 
ming, which can be very painful. 

• At the end of the day check your dog over thor¬ 
oughly for cuts and scrapes, rinse him thoroughly 
to remove salt and sand from his coat and paws and 
dry him to ensure he does not get chilled.

2016 llminster Open winners announced 


ONE OF llminster Arts Centre’s most keenly 
anticipated exhibitions is underway, having 
opened its doors with a grand prize-giving 
event on Monday 1st August. The llminster 
Open Competition, which is sponsored by 
Branston of Seavington, is an exhibition which 
is open to amateur and professional artists, 
with selected artworks being displayed at the 
Arts Centre throughout August. 

This year over 140 pieces of art were submit¬ 
ted for the scrutiny of a judging panel consist¬ 
ing of three well-known artists, Kate Noble, 
Lawrence Nash RWA and Chris Ackerman 
(who is also an IAC trustee).

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TAYLOR AND HIS TECHNICOLOUR DREAM HOME 


Ask Will Taylor to describe 
his home decor and his an¬ 
swer is unhesitating: sea-in¬ 
spired style with a touch of sunshine. 

"I'm often at my happiest by the ocean with salty, 
windswept hair, barefoot, with sand between my toes, 
and nothing to crowd my mind beyond the endless roll 
call of blue hues. I like to use these dreamy experiences 
and blue pool tones to inform the decor of my own in¬ 
terior space," explains the author of the gloriously illus¬ 
trated Dream Decor: Styling a Cool, Creative and 
Comfortable Home, Wherever You Live. 

The book opens the door to beautiful spaces throughout 
the world, as well as his own home. 

Taylor's design ethos certainly explains why his apart¬ 
ment is more evocative of a Mediterranean sunspot than 
its actual urban London setting. 

Brilliant white walls are the perfect backdrop for cheer¬ 
ful splashes of colour provided by collections of framed 
prints, and there's an array of vivid accessories, from 
lamps to vases. 

"Blue and white is one of my absolute favourite colour 
combinations and nowhere is it more crisp and vital than 
in the jewel-bright setting between the Mediterranean 
and the Aegean Sea," he enthuses. 

"Combining these shades in varying degrees of intensity 
is often a winner for decor, whatever shade of blue you 
choose for your keynote - whether its deep and cocoon¬ 
ing indigo, or refreshing sky blue. 

"Also, when I'm working on a scheme, I always try to 
bring a touch of sunshine to each room with an injection 
of yellow.

NISSAN Motor Co., Ltd. today 
revealed the world's first 
Solid Oxide Fuel-Cell (SOFC)- 
powered prototype vehicle in 
Brazil that runs on bio-ethanol 
electric power. 

The breakthrough model, an 
all-new light-commercial vehi¬ 
cle, can rely on multiple fuels, 
including ethanol and natural 
gas, to produce high-efficiency 
electricity as a power source. 

Nissan president and CEO 
Carlos Ghosn said: “The e-Bio 
Fuel-Cell offers eco-friendly 
transportation and creates op¬ 
portunities for regional energy 
production...all the while sup¬ 
porting the existing infrastruc¬ 
ture. In the future, the e-Bio 
Fuel-Cell will become even more 
user-friendly. Ethanol-blended 
water is easier and safer to han¬ 
dle than most other fuels. With¬ 


out the need to create new in¬ 
frastructure, it has great poten¬ 
tial to drive market growth." 

The fuel cell prototype forms 
part of Nissan’s ongoing com¬ 
mitment to the development of 
zero-emission vehicles and 
new automotive technologies 
including autonomous drive 
systems and connectivity. Nis¬ 
san already sells the world's 
highest-volume zero-emission 
car, the LEAF, and is pioneering 
Intelligent Mobility systems 
that will be deployed in a range 
of vehicles over coming years. 

In this latest zero-emission 
development, the e-Bio Fuel- 
Cell prototype vehicle runs on 
100-percent ethanol to charge 
a 24kWh battery which en¬ 
ables a cruising range of more 
than 600km (373 miles).

using the prototype. 

Research and development of 
the e-Bio Fuel-Cell was an¬ 
nounced by Nissan in June in Yoko¬ 
hama.

“e-Power," which is equipped 
with an engine housing an exclu¬ 
sive large-capacity motor and 


power generator.
